Gilbert and Gourdault, editors of the standard edition 
of La Rochefoucauld’s works (Hachette, 1868-83), say that they 
appeared to them to be “ sinon, comme & Renouard, avec une entiere 
certitude, du moins avec assez de vraisemblance, de la main de La 
Rochefoucauld” ; on the other hand, we know from Legrais (Legre- 
siana, 1721) that a manuscript of the memoirs was sent to 
d’Andilly for the style to be corrected by him, and it is quite 
possible that the corrections are in his hand. His full name was 
Robert Arnauld d’Andilly, and he was the brother of Antoine 
Arnauld, the famous Jansenist. Of the seven important con- 
temporary manuscripts of the Memoirs now known to exist, this, 
like four others, begins in 1649.

“Audivit 
Clarkenem” presumably refers to Keats’ teacher, John Clarke, 
father of Charles Cowden Clarke, who afterwards became the 
poet’s intimate friend. It is usually said that Keats went to John 
Clarke’s school at Enfield, but it is evident that Clarke was only 
the manager and head master of the “Academy” of which Mr. 

Keats was at the school for six years, 
leaving in this year (1810) at the age of 15. At first he paid 
more attention to fighting than reading, and it was only in his last 
two years that he set to work and carried off all the prizes. ‘The 
medal has been in the possession of the owner’s family for three 
generations.

These 438 pages are wholly ignorant of this wonderful council 
of great men, and their most interesting report. 

The Western Antiquary, or Note-book for Devon, Cornwall and 
Somerset for May, 1888, contained an interesting article by Dr. 
Brushfield, entitled “The Spanish Invasion of 1588.” He had 
been unable to find any contemporary manuscript ; but, however, 
made an interesting compilation from later versions.

The original legal settlement constituting the British Army, and a 
document of extraordinary interest. On the first page, after the title- 
page, occurs the first signature of King Charles the Second over : 
‘Our will and pleasure is that the Establishment of our Troopes of 
Guards and Regiments hereafter expre/sed with all other charges 
therein mentioned be continued and nothing bee offered to us for 
our signature for alteration thereof but what shalbe first approved 
by our right trusty and right intirely beloved Cosens and Coun- 
cellors Thomas Earle of Southampton our Treasurer And George 
Duke of Albemarle Captaine Generall of our Armies, And our 
Trusty and welbeloued S* William Morrice, and S" Henry Bennett 
our Principall Secretaries of State, or any two or more of them, 
whereof our Treasurer or Generall to bee one, ’o whome wee haue 
referred the care and consideration thereof.” 

Immediately following are full particulars establishing the First 
. Life Guards, with its original three troops, the king himself captain 
of the first; his brother, afterwards James the Second, captain of 
the second, and Monk, Duke of Albemarle, commanding the third. 

Next come full details of the Royal Horse Guards, the Blues, 
consisting of eight troops, thé king commanding the first, and the 
colonel the second. 

Then all particulars of His Majesties Foote Regiment of Guards, 
commanded by the Honorable Colonell John Ru/Sell. 

This is the first battalion of the Grenadier Guards. King 
Charles here made himself captain of its first company. King 
Edward the Seventh joined it some 200 years later, and the little 
old flag of this company, and some men of this company, recently 
watched and guarded King Edward to the grave. 

Next comes a full account of the famous Coldstream Guards, 
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of Martyrs,with a generall difcourfe of thefe 
later Perfecutions, horrible Troubles and Tumults,

Then there is a second signature of King Charles over: “An 
Establishment for his Ma" Foote Regiment of Guards Commanded 
by the Right Hon” Thomas Lord Wentworth that came from 
Dunkirk, to begin from the XVII of Nouember 1662.” 

This is the second battalion of the Grenadier Guards. 

Then the third signature of the King heads 21 rules opening 
thus: © Our will and Pleasure is that the severall Orders following 
by Us made by advice of our right trustie and right intirely Be- 
loved Cosin and Councellor George Duke of Albemarle Captaine 
Generall of our Armies for the Mustering regulating and payment 
of our established forces bee duely observed under the paines and 
penalties therein expre/sed.” 

The fourth and last signature of King Charles heads: 

‘An Establishment of his Majesties Garrisons of England.” 

This occupies 10 pages, giving particulars of 31 places. 

_ At the close of the book are two pages which for money purposes 
give a summary, and this happens to confirm the completeness of 
the manuscript, as the summary enumerates everything except the 
pages of Standing Orders, which, of course, as not being ou. are 
not mentioned. iV,

of his imprisonment. The signatures are undoubtedly genuine, 
and have been compared with his handwriting in the Church Books 
of the Meeting House in Bedford. The History of the volumes 
ean be traced back to 1780, when they were purchased by Mr. 
Wontner of the Minories, and from him they descended to his 
daughter, Mrs. Parnell. They were subsequently sold at. Evans’s 
in Pall Mall to Mr. Upcott, who bought them for a friend. They 
next passed into the hands of James Bohn, of whom they were 
bought by Wilham White, the Bedford bookseller, and were pur- 
chased from him by public subscription in 1841, passing to the 
Bedford Literary Institute. There are some MS. notes in the 
text, probably in the handwriting of Samuel Hancock, whose 
signature (partly erased) is on the first fly-leaf of vol. I. The 
friend referred to above, for whom Upcott is said to have pur- 
chased it from Evans, may have been W. H. Whitbread, whom 
Lowndes mentions as possessing the copy.
